The continned rains of the last three days ren- 
dered the track at Hawthorne yesterday a morass 
ofislash and madlarks again held supreme sway. 
The crowd was unusually large when the inclemeat 
conditions of things in general were taken into 
consideration. Two close finishes, those of the sec- 
ond andififth races, relieved what otherwise would 
have been a very dull day’s sport. 

The most important race was the fifth, a free 
handicap purse of $800 for three-year-olds and 
upward at one and a quarter miles. The Durnell & 
Herz entry, consisting of Caliban and Rolling Boer, 
was made an odds-on favorite and won as the bet- 
ting indicated, running one, two, in the order 
named, with Leo Newell third. The last named 
led by a big margin to the last eighth, where Boll- 
ing Boer and Caliban gradually closed up on him, 
and in a whipping finish the last named won by a 
neck. Rolling Boer beating Leo Newell a half 
length for second place. Star Cotton ran well for 
about six furlongs. John McGurk labored heavily 
in the going and was never a serious contender. 

The first race of the atternoon, a dash of one and 
one-sixteenth miles for three-year-olds and upward, 
proved a big canter for Aladdin, which outclassed 
the field. He was held at almost prohibitive odds, 
most of the betting being on the second and third 
horses. All About ran lapped on him for the first 
half mile, where he easily drew away and simply 
spreadeagled the field, winning as his rider pleased 
by three lengths from Irving Mayor, which beat 
Charley Moore a head for second place. Irving 
Mayor showed much improvement over his last 
race and outstayed Charley Moore in the last six- 
teenth struggle. The latter finished strongly next 
to the inside rail. Archie closed up ground in the 
last eighth after showing poorly up to this point. 
All About showed well for almost six furlongs. 
Callant swung wide when turning into the final 
quarter, losing ground, but tired fast in the last 
furlong. 

The second race, a dash of four and a half fur- 
longs for two-year-olds was marred somewhat by 
a straggling start, Foxy Kane and The Don getting 
off at least three lengths before the others. The 
Don led by a fair margin up to the last sixteenth, 
where Foxy Kane, running next to the inside rail, 
began to close up on him and in a stirring drive to 
the wire won by a head, Tne Don beating Judge 
Himes one for second place. The Don faltered per- 
ceptibly in the closing strides. He had not started 
in a long time and the effort should just about put 
him on edge. Judge Himes ran an impressive race. 
He was off fiatfooted and badly outrun in the first 
three furlongs, but in the last eighth closed up 
ground fast and finished with a rush. Prince of 
Endurance also ran a good race and is worthy of 
consideration from now on. 

Flocarline, showing a high class race in the 
sloppy going, had little trouble in taking the third 
race, a dash once around the circle, for two-year- 
olds. St. Minor, showing much early speed, led by 
almost four lengths at the first quarter, but while 
going down the backstretch Flocarline easily 
passed into the lead, gradually moving away from 
the field and winning in a canter by two and one- 
half lengths. Topsoil, the red hot favorite, fin- 
ished second, ten lengths before Qregor K. Flocar- 
line’s excellent performance was highly spoken of 
among horsemen. Gregor K. tired fast in the last 
eighth. Barca finished with a rush and would 
have been third in a few more strides. Gold Bell 
was never an important factor in the race. St. 
Minor faded far away in the last half mile. 

Crest took the short course steeplechase in hol- 
low fashion, leading by a ridiculously large margin 
after the second jump had been taken and winning 
eased up by eight lengths from Jennie Day, which 
beat Captain Conover seven for second place, Jen- 
nie Day fenced cleanly and altogether ran a fair 
race. Captain Conover tired fast after the tenth 



jump had been taken and ran far below expecta- 
tions, Torroon fell heavily over the first jump 
while Leadstone lost his rider over the tenth. 

The last race of the day, a six furlongs dash for 
three-year-olds and upward, was a gift for Muresca, 
which revelled in the goingland ran to har best 
form. She ran Alfred C. into early submission and 
then came away without much of an effort, winning 
in a canter by four lengths from Ida V., which beat 
Alfred C. two for second place. Ida V. made up 
ground fast in the last quarter and finished stoutly. 
Chickadee came with a rush at the end next to the 
inside rail and would have been third in another 
stride. 



EASTERN RACING INCIDENTS. 

“John E. Madden has sold his three-year-old colt. 
Colonel Bill, by Wagner— Mattie T., to L. V. Bell, 
price not made public. The transaction occurred 
yesterday at Gravesend, where Mr. Bell was strongly 
advised to buy the colt by persons who have been 
trying to convince the public that Colonel Bill is 
the best three-year-old in training. There is no de- 
nying the fact that the son of Wagner is a much 
improved animal, for under Madden’s treatment he 
has won seven handicaps, but the fact that he can- 
not pick up stake weight and comp>ete with such 
three-year-olds as Major Daingerfield, Hermis, 
Sombrero, Hyphen and others should not be lost 
sight of in the enthusiasm of the moment. Last 
Friday Colonel Bill shouldered 116 pounds and de- 
feated Cunard and Herbert in a handicap at a mile 
and a quarter, his time being 2K)6t^ over a fair 
track. This performance was conclusive evidence 
that the colt was above the ordinary when let into 
handicaps with a comparative light impiost, and 
when Mr. Bell was approached by an agent of Mad- 
den he was not averse to talking business. By add- 
ing Colonel Bill to his stable Mr. Bell strengthens 
the general belief that he intends to buy good 
horses whenever the chance presents itself,” says 
the New York Sun of Wednesday. 

” Glengar, the horse killed in the Kings Highway 
Steeplechase yesterday, was a six-year-old son of 
Dutch Roller — Lena. As a two-year-old he was 
owned by William Jennings, who kept him out of 
the races that season, believing that he would de- 
velop into a great three-year-old. The next season 
he did some sensational work in preparation for 
the Belmont Stakes, but did not start in that event. 
Later he won a maiden race by a 'city block,’ and 
soon fell into the hands of J, J, McCafferty, who re- 
fused an offer of $20,000 from 'Pitsburg Phil.’ Mc- 
Cafferty sold the horse to Sydney Paget, but he 
went wrong and was handed over to S. Deimel. 
The latter schooled him over the jumps and a week 
ago last Saturday Glengar won his first steeple- 
chase in fine style, with odds of 8 to 1 about him. 
He ran in the name and colors of Deimel on that 
occasion, but yesterday he ran for Mr. Paget. Mr, 
Chamblet, or rather B. C. Hooper, of Boston, 
started Zinziber, winner of last year’s Champion 
Steeplechase at Morris Park, for the first time this 
season yesterday. Zinziber, with 166 pounds, ran 
well, showing no signs of a breakdown when he 
pulled up. Mr. Chamblet, intends to start him in 
the Champion event next month at Westchester. 

“Terry McGovern’s brother, Phil, rode his first 
winner on a local track, when he got Brunswick 
home in the third race yesterday. The midget was 
so elated as he came down the stretch that he could 
not help looking back with a smile of triumph on 
his face, as he saw such expert knights of the pig- 
skin as Redfern, J. Martin, Cochran and Michaels 
vainly trying to overhaul him. But he came near 
tumbling to the ground fifty yards from the wire, 
and only saved himself by clutching the gelding’s 
mane. Brunswick was entered to be sold for $1,400, 
and when bids were called for, H. B. Schaffer, the 
owner of Satire, who finished second, raised the 
figures to $1,800, Though Brunswick ran in the 
name of Walter Keyes, it i s popularly believed that 
'Pittsburg Phil’ was the re| 



‘Pittsburg Phil’ shook his head when Judge 
McDowell asked for a bid, and Brunswick went to 
Schaffer. ‘Pittsburg Phil’ then turned away and 
said : 

“'I thought he’d break down in the racel’ 

“As it was, the gelding pulled up sore. Because 
McGovern had the mount the layers quoted as 
much as 10 to 1 against Brunswick. While they 
were at the post ‘Pittsburg Phil’ went around the 
ring, getting down about $2,000, it is said, across the 
boards. He also played Oom Paul and Emshee, 
both of which were ridden to victory by Shaw. 

“Good things were plentiful during the afternoon, 
the best of them being Dunbar & Co.’s Labor in the 
last race. Those who had this tip backed the geld- 
ing from 30 to 1 down to fives at post time. Had he 
won instead of being beaten by Emshee, the ring 
would have suffered a tremendous jolt. 

“Two colored boys— an unusual sight— rode in the 
fourth race, for apprentices. One of them. Brown, 
handled Osgood, the winner, in clever style, while 
a crowd of his friends who hung over the rails 
yelled for joy. 

“Something of a sensation was caused by an in- 
dividual who paced the lawn as the horses went to 
the post for the third race. He wore a high silk 
hat, lilac-colored kid gloves and his clothes were 
so wrinkled that he looked as if he had slept on a 
bench in the park over night. He carried a camera 
in his right hand and a pair of field glasses in his 
left, while a cans swung from his wrist. He had a 
bet on Fried Krnpp and followed the colt carefully 
with hie glasses. When the son of Exile finished 
back in the ruck the person turned away in disgust, 
and muttered, as he wandered toward the betting 
ring: 

‘' ‘Fried Mush ! ’ 

“The Earl of Rosslyn was again on hand, re- 
splendent in white fiannel. He was a successful 
bettor. So was John A. Drake, who unbelted for a 
large amount on Oom Paul. He also bet on bis 
gelding Amur in the last race, but did not cash. 

“Previous to this year the Kings Highway 
Steeplechase was run over the short course, but 
yesterday it was about two and a half miles. The 
race was inaugurated in 1897, with Sir Vassar as 
the winner. Since then the successful jumpers 
have been Moslem, also owned by Mr. Chamblet ; 
Ben Eder, Klondyke and Jim Megibben, which won 
for Alexander Shields last season. 

“Boiesen, the apprentice who rode the 100 to 1 
shot, Unterock, on Monday, handled Interval, 15 to 

I, the winner of the first race, yesterday. This was 
the third winner in his career, the odd one being 
Numeral at liberal odds early in the season. 
Apparently he has a right to the title ‘Long Shot’ 
which J. Conley has enjoyed for some time past. 
Boiesen has been exercising horses for^Jack Joyner, 
and is an intelligent youngster who seems to have 
a bright future. 

“A report was in circulation yesterday that jockey 
Wonderly had typhoid fever, but this was vigor- 
ously denied by Wonderly’s friends, particularly 

J. H. Carr, his employer, who said that he would be 
all right in a few days. 

“Those who play certain numbers on the program 
from day to day went home discussing the fact that 
Oom Paul, Osgood and Scotch Bush were all num- 
bered ‘3’ on the cards yesterday. 

“Jockey Minder has bought bis release from 
J. W. Schorr and will ride as free lance in future. 
Schorr’s horses go to Memphis next Wednesday. 
P. J. Gorman will ship his string to Latonia to- 
morrow. George Borkel arrived yesterday at Mor- 
ris Park with eight horses from Buffalo. 

“ St. Finnan ran away before tne race yesterday 
and was scratched out of the fifth race.

J. R. Keene heartily dislikes the huge betting 
operations that have marked eastern racing this 
year and is credited with saying recently : 

“I am sorry to see the sordid desire to triumph 
in the betting ring overcome the ambition to excel 
on the course. We have too many men in racing as 
a business. When a man acquires a strong stable 
for betting purposes he does not begin to taste of 
the sweets of racing, A cheap selling race has to 
him the same significance as the winning of one of 
the great classics, with its wealth of lor* and tradi- 
tion. There will always be the poor third-rate 
horseman willing to catch outside moneys and live 
to exist, as it were. He is an integral part of the 
turf system,' but as little is heard of his devious 
ways no harm to the sport is done. 

"He is there for the money there is in it. When 



if possible or out of their pockets without demur- 
ring, if necessary. 

"I do not believe in aping the English, but there 
are many owners on the other side who never make 
a bet. They might be emulated here. It would 
ennoble sport. No owner should keep in his pos- 
session an animal of inconsistent racing habits. 
Let the public wager its few dollars, but away with 
the plunger-owner. The world should be made to 
know that the race track is a place where one can 
meet broad-minded, generous-hearted sportsmen 
and gentlemen, with lots of bright snnshine and 
fresh air thrown in, and not a public mart for the 
promotion of commercialism.”
